The closest prior art is Dl, from which a box for 
glass containers is known, comprising a housing consisting 
of two parts, the lower part of which is intended for co- 
operation with a support surface, and a base for placing 
at least one glass container. 

The box according to claim 1 differs from the box 
according to Dl in that each part of the housing is 
pivotally connected to the base in such a way that the 
base can rise when the parts of the housing open in 
opposite directions.

opening angle thereof. These distinguishing features 
ensure the box can be partially opened as the base with 
the glass container arranged thereon rises simultaneously 
in the vertical direction, and ensure said box can be kept 
in the open position by the weight of the housing parts. 

Thus the claimed box according to claims 1-4 meets 
the requirement of novelty. 

A box is known from D2 the parts of whose housing 
are pivotally connected to the base in such a way that the 
base with the contents of the box arranged thereon can 
rise when the parts of the housing are opened, and said 
housing can be kept in the open position. In the known 
invention, however, the box is kept in the open position 
and the parts of the housing are prevented from returning 
to the original position (closed box) by additional 
elastic elements by means of which said housing parts are 
connected to the base. 

Thus in D2 the technical result described by the 
applicant is produced by other means. D3-D5 do not 
disclose the above distinguishing features. Therefore the 
claimed case according to claims 1-4 meets the requirement 
of inventive step. 

D6 discloses the invention according to claims 1,2. 
Its publication date being later than the priority date of 
this application, D6 is not part of the prior art. 
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
